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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 
1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-83 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non-statutory subject matter. 

For a claim to be statutory under 35 USC 101 the following two conditions must be met: 

1) In the claim, the practical application of an algorithm or idea result in a useful, 
concrete, tangible result, AND 

2) The claim provides a limitation in the technological art that enables a useful, concrete, 

tangible result. 

As to the technology requirement, note MPEP Section iV 2(b). Also note In Re 
Waldbaum, 173USPQ 430 (CCPA 1972) which teaches "useful arts" is synonymous with 
"technological arts". In re Musgrave, 167USPQ 280 (CCPA1970), In re Johnston, 183USPQ 172 
(CCPA 1974), and In re Toma, 197USPQ 852 (CCPA 1978), all teach a technological 
requirements. 

In re Gulack: {FN65: 703 F.2d 1381 , 1385 , 217USPO 401 , 404 (1983)} 
"When non- functional descriptive material is recorded on some computer-readable 
medium, it is not structurally and functionally interrelated to the medium but is merely carried by 
the medium. Merely claiming non- functional descriptive material stored in a computer-readable 
medium does not make it statutory. Such a result would exalt form over substance. Thus, non- 
statutory music does not become statutory by merely recording it on a compact disk. {FN70: 61 
Fed. Reg., at 7481}" 
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Claims 1, 29, 47, and 64 contains non functional descriptive material, the steps of 
"initiating a session. . responding during the session. . ., a schema identifier for the additional 
message..., and polymorphic response.. . " are not structurally and functionally interrelated to a 
protocol for conveying data. Merely claiming non-functional descriptive material stored in a 
computer-readable medium does not make it statutory. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-83 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being unpatentable over Bowman- 
Amuah (U.S. 6,697,824). 

Bowman- Amuah discloses a protocol for conveying data during an e-commerce session 
with a polymorphic response, comprising: 

^ initiating a session with a first message from a buyer application (4302) to a broker application 
(43 10) and a second message from the broker application to a supplier application ("One 
definition of eCommerce is: 'A commercial exchange of value between an enterprise and an 
external entity-either an upstream supplier, a partner, or a down-stream customer-over a 
universal, ubiquitous electronic medium/ (190) The eCommerce Application Framework 1000 
in DAF is illustrated in FIG. 10."); 

f conducting the session between the buyer application and the supplier application (fig.9); 
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^ a ploymorphic response comprising a type and a version (col.7, lines 29-60); 
^ wherein the system identifier is explicit in the additional message (payment 2604; claims 1, 3); 
I wherein the buyer application comprises a browser and a procurement application (1 106); and 
^wherein the polymorphic response is represented in an extension of XML (it is inherent in 
object classes for programmers to mix and match different classes and create specialized objects 
using XML in a polymorphic response.
